Viceroy Li H ung Chang's ene­ 
m ies sedulously encourage the Dowager 
em press in the belief th a t the defeats 
of the Chinese forces w ere due to his 
incom petency and corruption. 
An im­ 
perial decree has been issued appoint­ 
ing Prince Kung, the Em peror’s uncle, 
th e president of the Tsung Li Yamen 
and th e president of th e A dm iralty as 
a special com m ittee to conduct the w ar 
operations. 


NATOLI MAY BE RECALLED. 


II1 Sh Church Dignitaries the Authority 
For the Statement. 


R o m e, Oct. I.—A high ecclesiastical 
dignitary was seen to-day w ith regard 
to th e expected changes in the ad­ 
m inistration of th e Catholic church in 
the United States. 
He said: “ It is 
quite tru e the pope is preparing a docu­ 
m ent concerning th e U nited States. 
T his docum ent w ill deal w ith the gen­ 
eral position of the church there.

may also discuss the W ashington dele­ 
gation.

propaganda and directly responsible to 
th e pope. 
The pope has had th e plan 
under consideration, b u t it is not yet 
sure he w ill give effect to it. 
More- 
ever, even if the pope adopted the 
m easure 
in 
question, little would 
be altered in the existing state of 
things. 
The present mode of pro­ 
cedure w ould m ere be quickened. 
In ­ 
stead of passing through the interm e­ 
diary of the prefect of the propa­ 
g a n d a , Mgr. Satolli 
would 
refer 
m atters to th e pope direct. 
The 
question is 
one 
of 
form 
rath er 
th a n of substance, and especially as 
th e pope has already authorized Mgr. 
Satolli to judge a large num ber of 
cases w hich form erly w ould have had 
to be subm itted to the propaganda. As 
to assum ing, as Mgr. Keane says, 
th a t th e pope w ill tran sfer th e adm in­ 
istration of the American church to 
W ashington, the idea is absurd. 
The 
m easure in question, if it is taken, w ill 
only be a simplification. 
An apostolic 
delegate’s power is 
alw ays closely 
lim ited. The situation may be summed 
up in these term s: The pope wishes to 
m aintain and strengthen the delega­ 
tion, b u t Mgr. Satolli w ill certainly be 
recalled.

L WAR AGAIN DOWN IN BRAZIL. 


Insurgents Engage the Government Troops 
in Rio Grande do Sui.

W ord is received here th a t fighting has 
broken

Province of Rio Grande do Sui between 
th e rebels and the governm ent troops 
a t four different points, and th a t the 
insurgents are getting the b etter of it. 
T hey have arm s and am m unition and 
declare they w ill now fight to the b itter 
end. 
In all th e frontier tow ns the 
people are joining the revolters, and 
th e affair seems to be a reopening of 
th e war. 
Saldanha da Gama and a lot 
of the Brazilian exiles in Montevideo 
protest against the resum ption of hos­ 
tilities. 
They say it is prejudicial to 
th e restoration of peace and th e right 
to return to th eir homes, w hich they 
hope w ill be granted them w*hen Monies 
■assumes the presidency.

sand washed in a t high tide, when the 
w ater rushed in hack of the B righton 
hotel, through the horse sheds, w hich 
were inundated, and into the B righton 
Beach race track.

gales played havoc w ith the telephone 
and telegraph w ires and the surf was 
dangerously high.
